FORCED TO STAND TAKEN. 


Briand in his speech on Tuesday 


had to avoid saying anything that 
might have caused the present exi- 
gencies of French 
politics to vote 


him 
out of 
office 
before he left 


America. That 
speech was what 


American politicians call "a leave to 
address the 
house" speech, or ''a 


leave to print" speech. It was de- 
signed, as many speeches (n congress 
are designed, not to affect pend'ng 
legislation, but to, be read by the 
voters back home. 


The other members of the confe'- 


ence understood Mr. Briand's position 
perfectly and as politicians, sympa- 
thized with it They were entirelv 
willing to let him ta!se a position 
which was practically a refusnl to, 
submit to limitation of armament on 
land. 


SIGN OF SUCCESS, 


The concession that led Mr. Briand 


to make the speech he did Is a sign 
of the success of the conference, not 
ot Its failure 


France 
e\pected 
Briand 
to g«st 


something big out of the conference. 
She expected him to bring home a 
guarantee of support 
from 
Great 


Britain and the United States, tt did 
not taTre Briand long to leara that 
he could not get that Since he had 
to go home emptv handed, the confer- 
ence was quite willing he si'ouli] be 
permitted to make the speech fr-e did. 
That was all carefully arranged be- 
forehand. 


It is true 
that the limitation of 


land armament Is officially on the 
conference agenda. But the men who 
are dominant In the conference a<- 
ways regarded it as a minor subject, 
and ar« not much disturbed by the 
fact that 
nothing 
is to be done 


about It. The two main subject! of 
the conference, the limitation of sr- 
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mament on the sea and problems of 
the Far East, are progressing with a 
speed and a degree of satisuctlon 
that, literally, nobody anticipated. 


SHOWED OPINION. 


Mr. Hughes In his speeches and 


discussions always 
shows uncons- 


ciously what he regards the Tnal*i 
purpose of the conference- to 'be. 


Whenever Mr. Hughes gets around 


as be does with a frequency which Is 
in itself significant, to saying that 
"offensive war ot> the sea must be 
made 
impossible," 
be 
puts 
an 


emphasis on the words which re- 
veals completely what he conceives 
the main purpose to be. That purpose 
is already achieved. All the discus- 
sion is about details and no one of 
those details will be settled in the 
end In any such way as to jeopardize 
the mam purpose. 


BRITISH AND FRENCH CLASH. 
It Is true there is a good deal of 


feeling between the British and the- 
French, and between the Italians and 
the French. Both these nations feel 
more resentment over Mr. Briand^ 
speech than either of them has pub- 
licly uttered There was gossip with- 
in the conference rocrni to the ef- 
fect that when the Italian chief dele- 
gate replied to Mr. Briand's speech, 
it had been his intention to do Some 
plain talking. But any bellicose In- 
tentions ire may have had were made 
impossible by the generosity of the 
speech in which Mr. Balfour replied 
Mr. Balfonr was undoubtedly using 
the arts of diplomacy, and if he had 
expressed the true feelings of the 
British he would have talked with 
some rancor nevertheless, Balfour and 
the others who are really dominant 
in the conference understand the sit- 
uation and are willing to let the re- 
duction in the size of France's mili- 
tary establishment wait. 


Great 
Britain's 
feeling 
about 


France Is not solely directed toward 
the size of her army but In a larger 
degree 
at 
her 
attitude 
about 


economic matters on the continent 
of Europe. 


REAL, FEELINGS. 


As between France and Italy, how- 


ever, there is real feeling about the 
slzs 
of 
their 
respective 
armies. 


Everybody believes, however, 
that 


sooner or later France and Italy will 
get together on this subject and hold 
a little "bush league" conference of 
their own. As an economic 
matter, 


neither of these two nations can con- 
tinue to bear the burden of an* un- 
duly heavy military 
establishment. 


Time and the potent 
influence of 


taxation will take care of that. 


WRITERS OVER WORKED. 


A good deal of the spirit of pes- 


simism entertained by some persons 
here may arise from the fact that 
many of those who are recording the 
events of the conference for the pub- 
lic are pretty 
hard worked H. G. 


Wells confesses that 
the 
general 


mood 
Is affected 
"by 
congestion, 


mental and physical, and by sheer 
fatigue." Ha says "there is no "rest 
In Washington, no cessation," 
and 


sighs for the time, a year ago. when 
he was a happy invalid" beneath the 
sunny skies of Amalfi. 


He complains that here In Wash- 


ington he mast "live to the tune of 
a telephone bell, and the little fev- 
erish American hours slip through 
my hot, dry hands before I can turn 
my thoughts around. I wish I could 
attend to everything."

Experience has brought forcibly to 


"mind the fact that many embark on 
Important undertakings 
w i t h o u t 


foundation-knowledge, simply using 
haphazard methods, thus limiting the 
possibilities that lie within the reach 
of alf who try right. 


This conclusion applies to more 


than the poultry industry, In fact too 
many persons engaged In business 
as well as farming, never think seri- 
ously or In line with the matters 
-that should command all their atten- 
tion and thought a considerable por- 
tion of their time. Guess-work will 
stimulate fallur*-. while a perfect un- 
derstanding will bring success./These 
conclusions are supported by the rec- 
ord of failures in all lines. 


APPLIES TO POULTRY. 


The farmer of today looks to some 


college for the solution of his prob- 
lems instead of thinking for himself. 
No one can supply dependable infor- 
mation unless familiar with local 
conditions. Results obtained on small 
plats will not apply to large acre- 
ages In every case. 


So with poultry breeding. 
The 


small flock will work wonders for 
soma owners while the same persons 
will fail completely when they at- 
tempt larger undertakings. This Is 
not the fault of the business but is 
certainly chargeable to the operator 
because he overlooks details. 


BIG SCALE DIFFERENT. 


The garden 
produces wonderful 


yields but when the gardener at- 
tempts organizing a force to handle 
a big farm he fails to. see and pre- 
pare for the duties that confront 
him on a larger scale The same rule 
applies to the breeder of poultry, 
hence the conclusion so common, 
"poultry breeding is a failure." 


There are approximately twenty- 


six hundred farms in Macon county. 
If each farm has fifty hens that will 
produce ton eggs a day, perhaps 
China could not \shlp eggs by the 
cargo to our western coast to be sold 
at ten cents a dozen. This idea en- 
larged to Include the entire produc- 
ing section of the United States 
would bring astounding results. 


SOLVING EGG PROBLEM. 


After comparing results secured 


on this plant, the writer feels safe 
in reiterating statements made some 
time ago relative to breeding laying 
hens, hens that do not stop when 
moulting. If all who have flocks 
wo'ild provide suitable housing for 
their Birds, feed the proper foods, 
place in sanitary containers all the 
pure water the fowls can drink and 
see to It that fresh water is supplied 
every day, have convenient dusting 
wallows during the winter months, 
the egg problem will be solved. It Is 
understood that all non-layers are to 
be weeded out and that the new 
stock will be improved in every way 
by the proper selection of the cock- 
erels 


It required a great deal of cour- 


age to make the original statement 
concerning 
breeding pullets 
with 


greater laying ability by cockerel 
selection, but after going over our 
carefully kept records, there is no 
lurking doubt remaining.

The 
dirt roads are very heavy since the 
recent'ralns but the oiled roads are 
good for general traffic. Some corn 
was oontracted early in the season 
for 40 cents, but only a small amount 
of that has been delivered. As soon 
as the roads are in condition the con- 
tract corn will be delivered.

Tests Made at Experiment 


. Station. 


The unusual amount of mouldy and 


worm-eaten corn throughout the Mis- 
sissippi valley this fall has resulted 
in numerous inquiries relative to the 
danger of feeding same to animals, 
says Robert Graham of the Illinois 
experiment station. 


As the result of Investigations It 


IB apparent that all mouldy corn is 
not poisonous and that the mould 
per se does not elaborate a toxin on 
the feed. Many of the mouldy and 
worn-eaten ears may, however, con- 
tain a virulent bacterial poison (bo- 
tulinus). In 
experimental 
feeding 


tests it has been demonstrated that 
botulmus 
poisoning can be pre- 


vented 
in 
large 
measure 
bv 


infecting animals 
with 
antitoxin 


This procedure is especially desir- 
able In view of the fact that It IB 
difficult, if not Impossible, to accur- 
ately detect the presence of the poison 
in the ration upon physical examina- 
tion. 
All visibly defective corn Is 


not necessarily poisonous, nor is all 
wholesome appearing 
corn 
neces- 


sarily non-poisonous. Therefore in 
many instances mouldy corn can be 
fed without loss 


SAMPLES TESTED. 


Representative samples of spoiled 


and worm-eaten ctfrn recently sub- 
mitted to the laboratory of Animal 
Pathology and Hygiene revealed a 
variey of mould species, 
but 
the 


pathogenic character of these or- 
ganisms has not been established. A 
bacterlologlc examination of the corn, 
however, reveals the presence of B. 
botullnus. The toxin In elaborated by 
this micro-organism Is very fatal to 
animals, and in cases already report- 
ed It appears that death may be trace- 
able to this toxin. The symptoms in 
horses are best known under the cap- 
tion of forage poisoning or cerebro- 
splnal meningitis, though- in cattle 
and sheep the disease is often con-

WHITE OR YELLOW? 


Three expert farmers and feeders 


were conversing the other day, when 
the subject of white and yellow corn 
and their comparative values as feed 
for hogs came up. One remarked 
that over at the State University they 
had experimented and found that 
hogs fed on white corn do not grow; 
but if the same hogs are fed on yel- 
low corn they at once pick up and 
begin to grow. 


One of the men In the circle, a 


successful hog grower, said that he 
couldn't see anything to that, for he 
always fed white corn to his hogs, 
and they always did well on It.

Counsel m Sullivan Bank Case Has Long Argument 


—Expect "Not Guilty" Verdict. 


Sullivan, Nov. 26.—Tbe feature of 


Saturday forenoon's session of the 
Steele embezzlement trial was the' 
lengthy and somewhat spirited argu- 
ment of the counsel before the court 
in the absence of the jury to deter- 
mine the admissibillty of his evi- 
dence tending, to show that Defend- 
ant Steele had borrowed from the 
Merchants 
and Farmers 
bank, of 


which he was president, beyond the 
amount permissible under the bank- 
ing laws and without the consent of 
ire board of directors. 


ATTORNEYS ARGUE. 


The state, by Attorney W. E. Red- 


moh, strongly contended that such 
borrowing on the part of Steele, an 
officer of the bank, constituted em- 
bezzlement In itself. Colonel J. 
A. 


Jennings, speaking for the defense, 
as stoutly denied that this constitut- 
ed 
embezzlement. 
He 
cited 
the 


banking laws to show that In the 
event of such loans every director 
•lermitting such violations Is liable 
to the full extent of the amount in- 
volved and therefore not until all 
such directors 
are bankrupt or' In- 


solvent 
no loss 
has 
accrued and 


therefore it can not be termed em- 
bezzlement. 


DISCUSS CRIMINAL ACTION. 


To a question of the court that In 


the event the president of a bank 
takes $:3,000 from the bank's funds 
and puts In his note In Its place and 
converts that sum to his own use, 
Jennings maintained it did not con- 
stitutu a criminal action. 


Colonel Jennings Insisted that as 


Steels- and Whltfteld were In right- 
ful possession of 
the 
funds 
this 


action would not constitute a crim- 
inal violation and the remedy is In 
civil courts and not by criminal 
prosecution. 


ADMITS EVIDENCE. 


There was considerable splitting 


of hairs over the definition of what 
constitutes 
embezzlement. 
Judge 


Boggs ruled that Inasmuch as the 
funds had 
been 
taken, 
the state 


could show how this officer of the 
bank conducted the business ot the 
bank and permitted the admission of 
evidence. 


The jury was recalled 
and the 


hearing of evidence was 
resumed. 


The argument of the counsel came In 
the midst of testimony of J. W. Mc- 
Clelland of Decatur, a Dank exam- 
iner, who has made an Investigation 
of the bank's affairs on many occa- 
sions since 1897 when he first re- 
ceived his appointment as examiner. 


EXPECT ACQUITTAL. 


Several men, some of them In of- 


ficial life, expressed the opinion Fri- 
day that Mr. Steele would not be 
convicted on' the charge of embez- 
zlement, and that the verdict of the 
jury in this case 
would be "not 


guilty." 


It Is; remembered, however, 
that 


there ara two indictments for per- 
jury, ono for conspiracy, nine or ten 
for receiving deposits when the bank 
was Insolvent and two for making 
false 
reports 
to the state banking 


department, stll! hanging against 
him, and on which he will be tried 
later If he is cleared on the present 
trial. 


SHORTAGE IN 1919. 


Mr. McClelland testified that 
In 


that capacity In July, 1919, he dis- 
covered a shortage of (16,800 in the 
loans and discounts over which Mr. 
Steele expressed doubt. They then 
rechecked the notes and verified the 
shortage whereupon Mr. Steele said 
it would take some time to discover 
the shortage but when It was traced 
he would notify tbe examiner. 


Mr. McClelland said he could not 


leave the bank with the shortage 
unexplained. Later In the day Steele 
said he had 
talked 
with Zachie, 


meaning Z. B. Whltfleld, and they 
concluded the best thing they could 
do was to make good the shortage. 


HOW IT WAS PAID* 


Mr. McClelland said 
that 
Steele 


gave him a check of $12,500 on the 
James Steele estate, his own check 
for $2,613.10 and notes which he 
found aggregating $1,337, at the same 
time remarking that he could find 
part of that shortage. It was then 
that Steels produced 
these 
other 


notes that Mr. McClelland recognized 
as notes which at a. previous exam- 
ination he had ordered charged to 
profit and loss. 


Mr. McClelland testified that on 


April 14, 1920, he found a shortage 
of $25,000 In the bills payable and 
asked Steele why he did it 
Steele, It 


Is said, repllecl that he did not wish 
that much of bills payable to appear 
In bis report On another examina- 
tion In 1920 McClelland testified he 
told Steele that the bills receivable 
were short $3,800 and - this Steele 
charged to profit and loss. 


OTHER INDEBTEDNESS. 


The witness testified to certain In- 


debtedness to tha bank of the Home 
Milling company and the City Roll- 
Ing Mills, which evidence showed 
were owned by Steele. The Indebt- 
edness wan shown by notes which 
over the strenuous objection by de- 
fendant's counsel were shown to be 
signed by th- company names and 
by no Individuals. 


During this period there was a 


spirited tilt between counsel. Mr. 
Miller for the defendant objected to 
the Question 
of Mr. Redmon 
and 


answers of witness as 
Incomplete 


and prejudicial to the defendant and 
said further 
that the notes them- 


selves were the best evidence. 


WANT NOTES. 


Mr. Redmon remarked that the 


people could not show the notes as 
In the reorganization of the bank the 
notes had been taken up by Mr. 
Steele. In answer to a question of 
the court u to whether the state 
had given the defense the notes Mr. 
Redmon replied: 
_•» feu* act, t>*t« asx e*Js Us, 


defense to produce the notes." 


"This is pretty sudden," said Mr. 


Miller. 


"It Is," said Mr. Redmon, "but If 


the defenai 
will produce them by 


Monday morning wa will not press 
the question now." 


NO POWER. 


Mr. Miller then said with some 


emphasis: 


"You 
have been state's attorney, 


Mr. Redmon, and know the rules of 
evidence and you know better than 
to make such a request." 


"The court 
knows 
we 
have no 


power to compel 
them to produce 


these notes," said Mr. Redmon. 


The court ordered the Jury to dis- 


regard this remark of counsel anft 
then ruled that the witness might 
answer the former question. 


Mr. McClelland then said the notes 


of the Homt Milling company were 
signed by the Home Milling company 
and those of the City Rolling Mills 
were signed 
by the City Rolling 


Mills. Mr. McClelland also testified 
that In April, 1920, the bank held 
Steele notes of something like $13,- 
000 and in August, 1920, from $20,000 
to $22,000. 


The cross examination of Mr. Mc- 


Clelland began shortly before 
the 


noon recess. It is expected the state 
will 
not conclude Us case before 


Tuesday. 


FRIDAY'S SESSION. 


Sullivan, Nov. 26 — There was * 


tense moment in the Moultrie county 
circuit court Friday afternoon, and 
judge, jurors, counsel and spectators 
watched with the keenest interest 
as Miller 
Weir, 
special 
examiner 


from the state auditor's office demon- 
strated how easily an adding ma- 
chine _a be made to lie. 


The demonstration came In the 


course of the trial of W. A. Steele 
for embezzlement of funds of 
the 


Merchants and Farmers State bank 
of Sullivan, of which he 
was 
the 


founder and president for 35 years. 
The adding machine which is alleged 
to have been used 
to 
falsify 
the 


records of the bank and make the 
$262,000 
defalcation 
possible, 
was 


used by Mr. Weir, who at the 
re- 


quest of counsel for the state ran 
a 
column of 
ten 
supposititious 


checks of $100 each, and then 
by 


simple manipulation of the adding 
machine made the total appear to 
be $1,500. 


HOW IT IS DONE. 


This manipulation consisted sim- 


ply in throwing back the carriage 
after the ten amounts had been run, 
so that the keys could not coma Into 
contact with the paper 
slip, then 


enter the 
fraudulent $500, replace 


the carriage and get the false total. 


This, said Mr. Weir, 
was 
the 


simplest of several methods that 
might be used, and the one he as- 
sumed was used by the person who 
defrauded the bank; for. he added, 
n« usually figured out what he him- 
self would do 
under the 
clrcum- 


stances and then conclude that that 
was what the other fellow did. 


BANK EXAMINER 20 YEARS. 


Mr. Weir was appointed assistant 


National 
bank 
examiner In 
New 


York In 1901, and has followed the 
profession as special examiner, ex- 
aminer at large, receiver and con- 
sulting examiner ever since. He was 
in charge of the Investigation that 
was made of the local bank after 
it was closed last March, and Is the 
| man who personally discovered the 


manner In which the book j had been 
falsified to make the long-continued 
shortages possible without detection. 


After 
exhausting 
various other 


avenues without result, he made a 
mental 
computation 
of , several 


columns 
of 
figures 
tn the check 


register, and 
found 
the total he 


reached was $1,500 less than that 
which appeared 
on 
the 
bank's 


record. He verified It by computa- 
tions on two adding machines and 
then by additions by two other per- 
sons, always 
with the same result. 


Ha continued similar tests 
with 


other sheets until he knew he had 
the solution of the mystery that had 
fooled bank rnaminers for several 
years and a 
whole force of them 


several days while they were search- 
ing diligently for the key. 


NOT ALLOWED TO ANSWER. 
During the course of -Is cross ex- 


amination Mr. Weir was asked If !n 
all ME ezperlenc- he had found a 
similar method -of 
falsifying 
bank 


records, but he was not permitted 
to answer over the state's objections. 
He caused some laughter 
when In 


speaking of the adding machine in 
question ha said: 


"This machine is a crooked ma- 


chine, and I wouldn't vouch for it. 
1 can't explain why, but at times it 
will show 
erroneous 
footings and 


yet appear to be operating with per- 
fect accuracy." In this he did not 
refer to the Inaccuracies caused by a 
dishonest manipulator, but to vagaries 
of the machine itself. 
STEELB DIDN'T KNOW METHOD. 
Mr. Weir related conversations be 


had with Steele about the bank's 
condition, and »Ud that Steele ap- 
peared very much surprised when in- 
formed of the method of falsifying 
the records. On this point the 
de- 


fense got considerable satisfaction 
when on re-direct examination, Mr. 
Weir, In answer to r. question by 
state's counsel ai to whether .Steele 
didn't seem to understand tbe work- 
Ings of the adding machine pretty 
well, said: "He did after I explained 
It to him." 


REPORTED SHORTAGE. 


Mr. 
Weir 
corroborated 
the 


fact already established, that it was 
Mr. Steele himself who first report- 
ed th* shortage to 
the auditor's 


office and called for an investigation. 


Mr. Weir detailed In crisp, busi- 


ness-like phrases the course pursued 
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affairs, and the manner of keeping 
records and doing: business. He also 
said that the wrongful manipulation 
could not have been ma.de by any 
other means than by 'ie a<.diner ma- 
chine, and that the cash would have 
to be eliminated from the bank in 
order to mak,e the books balance. 


JUDGE COCHRAN CALLED. 


Judge W. G. Cochran, 
a. director 


of the bank for ten years and owner 
of ten shares o£ stock 
when 
the 


crash came, was another interesting 
witness during the afternoon. 
The 


peoplo Bought to show by him that 
certain by-laws had been adopted, 
and that certain Irregularities as *o 
the calling of meetings of the board, 
the submission of applications 
for 


loans to that body to be passed upon, 
the over-Indebtedness of the bank's 
president and cashier to the bank, 
and other matters, had obtained for 
some time before the closing of the 
bank. 


Ha identified certain records, and 


told of conversations he had had 
with Steele as to certain notes and 
certain loans from 
other banks, a 


guaranty for which by the board was 
requested by Steele. According to his 
statement 
the 
meetings 
of 
the 


board were few and far between. 


RELATES BANK'S CLOSING. 


Judge Cochran related In detail 


the events of the evening the bank 
was closed. While his grandson was 
relating to him the actions of Z. B. 
Whltfield, tending to show a crazed 
condition, the judge) was called by 
phone by Steele, and asked if he 
would come to the bank. 


"I eaid yes," remarked tho judge, 


"and within three minutes I was 
there. When I went in I said, 'What's 
the matter!' and Mr. Steele said, 'It's 
pretty bad.' 'How bad?' I asked, and 
Steele said the directors would be In 
presently and then he would make a 
statement, I said, 'Don't keep me In 
suspense; I want to know right now'.' 
Then he told me It was $262,000 and 
a little better." 


"Then the other directors came In," 


continued Judge Cochran, "and were 
told of the shortage. From then on 
the conversation was very much con- 
fused, and I cannot remember what 
was said or who said It." 


TELLS OP LOANS. 


Judge Cochran also told of a con- 


versation he had with Mr. Steele over 
a copy of a bank report given him 
by the state auditor, in which it ap- 
pears both Steele and Whltfield were 
listed as having borrowed beyond the 
limit prescribed by law. Steele, he 
said, told him that both accounts 
were being attended to—that the sum 
of $10,000 either had been or would 
ba paid on Whitfield's Indebtedness 
that week, and that his own account 
would be taken care of all right. 


Asked what had become of that 


report, Judge Cochran said "It la in 
my pocket," and produced It. Later 
It was admitted in evidence along 
with a couple of 
applications 
for 


loans to Steele and Whltfield, not 
to exceed $11,000 each, and some oth- 
er exhibits. 


TO READ REPORTS. 


The state sought to Introduce as 


evidence certified copies <Jf three re- 
porta made by the bank to tho state 
auditor, but the defense objected to 
the admission of copies, and the ob- 
jection was sustained. The original 
copies could not be Introduced, for 
while shown in court they were In 
the hands of Mr. Weir, who had been 
ordered by the auditor not to allow 
them out of his possession. This or- 
der of the auditor was respected, so 
tire reports will be read to the jury 
but will not In themselves become a 
part of the records In the case. 


Judge Cochran told of Mr. Steelp 


having reported to him that he had 
made the footings of some forty de- 
positors In order to determine how 
much money they could borrow to 
take care of loans to customers, and 
thus had discovered the shortage. 
These figures, Steele told him, had 
been placed on slips of paper, which 
had disappeared from his desk. , 
' WHITFIELD TAKES FIGURES. 


The witness related on cross exam- 


ination that on the day the defal- 
cation was discovered, but before he 
knew of It, he was In the bank to 
bet a bond transferred. He did not 
see Mr, Steele.' so made the request 
of Mr. Whltfield. The latter, he said, 
walked around to Mr. Steelo's desk, 
looked at the bond, said to let Mr. 
Steele attend to that, picked up a 
slip of paper with figures the wit- 
ness knew to have been made by 
Steele, but which he could not say 
were the figures afterward referred 
to by Steele, and walked away with 
It He did not see what Whltfield 
did with the slip, but Bald Wnitfleld 
Immediately put on bis hat and left 
the bank by the back door. The wit- 
ness presumed he took Stecle's fig- 
ures with him. 


The witness was asked If he could 


tell that these slips later were found 
In the basement, but torn up, but 
was not allowed to answer.

With leas than 4,000 tons erf coal 


yet to unload at the Wabash storage 
pile, it !s expected to have the full 
52,500 tons in the yard, east of the 
shops, by Tuesday. This will be the 
largest pile ever unloaded for stor- 
age and to the natives of these Illi- 
nois prairies the huge pile looks like 
a couple of mountain ridges. 


This big pile*»can be melted away 


In almost three months, or in less 
than one hundred days, by the Wa- 
bash 
locomotives and 
stationary 


boilers In Decatur. Forty to, fifty 
road engines—passenger and freight 
—and about fifteen or twenty switch 
engines are coaled here daily. Right 
now t. 2y are using right at 500 tons 
of coal a day. while boiler rooms and 
heating plants and stoves use up 
about fifty tons more each day. If 
business sets any better the coal 
used would run up to 600 tons a day 
or more. 


ALMOST ALL STORED. 


Evidently most of the coil that the 


company expects to store at various 
points along the system has now 
been stored and a few more days 
probably will see the big task com- 
pleted. The company's storing coal 
is about all that has kept the mines
